WASHINCTON LETTER. 


The Races at the Ivy City Course 
Described. 


Prominent Officials who Like to See a Race— 
Secretary Frelinghuysen’s Notions of Dig- 
nity—The Postmaster-General the Only 
Pedestrian in the Cabinet—Frank Hatton’s 
Propensity to Act the Grand Seigneur, 


Special Correspondence of «the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, October 18, 1883.—All 
Washington has been at the races this week. 
The weather has been fine, the races have 
been good, the horses have been fast, and 
the ladies charming, as usual.gWalk through 
the departments in search of an official of 
any prominence, and the chances are that 
you will not find him. ‘Not in, sir,’ is the 
general reply of the colored messenger who 
sits at the door of every official of prominence 
ready to jump at the touch of the bell, and 
to jump too, as though his life,or at least his 
position, depended on it. No slave was ever 
more responsive to the will of a master than 
are these same messengers when the electric 
bell rings. There are some slaves of high 
degree, too, forethe heads of departments 
not only have their bell for their messengers, 
but also bells for the heads of bureaus, and 
the rows of little black buttons in their desks 
summon quite a force of men who respond 
to the call with a trembling alacrity that is 
rather amusing to the fellow who has no 
Government place and wants none. ‘Not in, 
sir,” the messengers say during the after- 
noons of this weék, as they lounge in the 
halls and exchange gossip about their chiefs 
or subordinates. 
“Gone to the races, eh?” 
““*Deed I don’t know, sah. I ’spect so, 
Said he wouldn’t bein no mo’ dis aft’noon, 
sah.” 
Go out to the races and you will find them. 
Grave and dignified persons whom one would 
never suspect of taking an interest in a race, 
they grow as enthusiastic over it as the av- 
erage citizen, watch the flyers by name and 
position as they go round, and applaud 
heartily when they come in. They even 
have a dim kn owledge of the uses of the 
pool box and many a dollar of their hard- 
earned wealth goes through the hands of 
some faithful servant to swell the plethoric 
purse of the pool seller. 


Attorney-Genera! Brewster is very fond of 
a good race, asis also his handsome wife, 
and they are to be seen at the Ivy City track 
whenever the flyers are there. Brewster is 
a good judge of horses. He keeps a hand- 
some team, and a handsome carriage, too, 
and likes to show them to pos advantage.

Brother Powers’ church, by the way, 
is nearly ready to be opened,and promises to 
be one of the handsomest of the many 
beautiful churches of the city. The 
Christian Church throughout the coun- 
try responded nobly to the call 
for funds to erect . this mon- 
ument first to the living President, and then 
to the President dead; and the building will 
be an honor to the order, Every religious 
denomination prides itself upon having, as 
it ought to have, at least one good church in 
this capital city, where those of its faith 
visiting here may find an open door, and the 
Christian Chureh will not be behind in this 
respect when the new building is thrown 
open to the public.

New YorkK, October 20.—John Howard 
Ladd, living in Brooklyn, was yesterday ar- 
raigned before Justice Walsh on a charge 
made by Officer McCormack of the tenth 
precinct, According to McCormack’s story, 
which was corroborated by Officer Kirby 
who was with him, Howard and about 
fifteen other young men were standing on the 


corner of Grand avenue and Pacific street, 
and on being ordered to move on, at- 
tacked the officers with stones. McCormack 
admitted to having struck Howard with a 
club during the progress of the row, How- 
ard, who was badly cut on the head, proved 
by the evidence of Duncan Kilcoyne, who 
was with him at the time, that he was walk- 
ing peacefully through Grand avenue and 
had been attacked by the policeman without 
provocation. Justice Walsh said he was 
satisfied that McCormack had been gullty of 
a brutaland unprovoked assault upon the 
boy, and he discharged Howard and advised 
him to make complaint against the officer. 
It was time, he said, that policemen were 
taught they were employed to protect citi- 
zens and not to maltreat them. Howard 
swore to the complaint, and the hearing of 
the case was adjourned.

CAVALRY SEAMANSHIP. 

The record of Lieut, GARLINGTON’s fail- 
ure to succor the Signal Service party at 
Lady Franklin Bay and the story of the loss 
of ihe Proteus go to makeup one of the 
mosi remarkable episodes which the history 
of Arctic research has yet afforded us. 
Lieut. GREELY was to be supplied, and the 
Signal Service, casting about for the man 
best fitted by experience, training and hab- 
its fora voyage into the frozen Northern 
seas, selects, with an acumen which cannot 
be too highly commended, a cavalry 
officer, Lieut. GARLINGTON. It is true that 
this gentleman would have to construct his 
ideas of the naval service and of arctic ne- 
cessities out of his inner consciousn ess, and 
that navigation and geography he would 
have to illumine by the light of nature.

Lieut. GARLINGTON, after buying a second 
set of winter flannels, ear muffs and over- 
shoes, was ready for the start. He was given 
a very particular and minute set of instruc- 
tions by the Signal Office, and in or- 
der that he might have sufficient lati- 
tude of action, an equally minute and 
entirely contradictory set of instructions 
purporting to come from the Navy Depart- 
ment and to be an official and authenticated 
copy of the orders of the Secretary of the 
Navy to him, with the trifling omission of 
the Secretary’s signature.

But yielding to the pressure at last I did reaa 
it, and now I, too, have the Mr. Isaacs craze. It 
is altogether the most delightful story that has 
appeared for ten years atleast. I have derived 
as much pleasure and imterest from it as I 
did at twenty years from “The Newcomes.” After 
the exasperating ana aggravating novels of How- 
ells and James, it comes ike a revelation. One 
of the queerest things about the book is the way 


in which people get converted to it, and then go 


to work to proselyte for it. There are very few 
works which make parties for themselves this 
way. The last case of the kind that I recollect 
was Oliver Wendell Hotmes’ “Breakfast Table” 
series. Nothing conla be more different than the 
two works: the only quality they have in common 
is the interest they excite im the author. Certain- 
ly Miss Crawford has achieved the sort of fame 
which ought to be dearest to an artist. 


“MAR, Isaacs” is a tale of modern India py an 
American, and one can judge of the enthusiasm 
which it can excite by the fact that Urania and 
one or two pther very literary ladies have made 
up theirminds that Miss Crawford is destined by 
the stars to write the long-expected American 
novel, They want her to go right to work and. 
elothe a hero in Kentucky jeans, locate him on 
the Osage River, feed him on corn pone and salt 
meat, make hitn a member of the Hard Shell Bap- 
tist Chureh, surround him with honest, old-fasb- 
ioned families that emigrated to Missouri from 
the French Broad seventy years ago, and thus 
by main strength and awkwardness saw out the 
book for which we are all waiting so hopefully 
and prayerfully. 


AFTER all, why should the American novel be sit- 
uated in America, or the tale acted by Americans? 
I think that anative Persian is quite a proper 
person to be the hero of the American novel, and 
India the natural theater of the story. It is a re- 
turn to first principles, that is all. We are all 
Aryans as wellas Americans. If native Ameri- 
canism be the direction in which we are to scek, 
we Can simply follow the path hewn out by Lew 
Wallace in the’ Fair Goa,” or by Cooper in“ Leather 
Stocking.” But over both of these avenues 
common sense insists on writing the hope 
less legend, “No thoroughfare.” The Amer- 
ican =6novel, when it does appear, will 
written by a@ Chinaman. and 
will have to do entirely with the adventures of a 
familly of civilized and enlightened insects in the 
pian et Mars. 


But if we have no American novel we certainly 
bave an American architecture, and any one wh o 
rides, as I do, 730 times a year over the northern 
half of the Fifth Street Railroad, will havea 
chance to see it in all its giory. It will 
classify easily. It is always of dirty brick. 
The houses average two stories and a half. 
and only differ in the relative amount of squalor 
displayed. Their sole peauty consists in their 
close adherence to the law laid down by the 
prophets Ruskin and Rossetti, wherein beauty is 
said to lie in adaptability. These houses have an 
adaptability thatis as comprehensive as a team- 
ster’s oath. Theyall have stores on the street 
floor and tenements above, The tenements are 
aiways full and the stores are always empty. 
North Fifth street, or Broadway, beyond Frank- 
lin avenue, is enoughin itself to cause the flush 
of pride to travel to the brow of the St. Louisan. 
It is absolutely unique. No other city can show 
such a sight. 


AND this brings me to the remark of a native- 
born North St, Louisan, who is also a vpoker- 
piayer and who draws his vivid imagery from the 
episodes of that royal game. In poker, when a 
man is nearly clined: out and has but two or 
three chips remaining, he demands a “show- 
down.” which means that he canhot be raised 
out but must be given a chance to bet what few 
chips he has against a like number from the 
plethoric stacks of his neighbors. It 
is the statute of pleading in forma pauperis 
applied to poker. Now, my friend’s judgment, 
appliedto that portion of the city lying north of 
Franklin avenue and east of Eighteenth street, is 
that “This cussed. end of the town always is ata 
blessed show-down, anyhow.”

THE Minister of Public Instruction in Italy has

First, a marble statue of her busband is to be 
erected in Paris, and second, a pension is to be 
constituted which shall be paid for a term of three 
years to a poor, but meritorious sculptor. At the 
end of each period anew beneficiary is to be se- 
jected by the Government. 


THE Italian standing army is tobe greatly en- 
larged under an order just issued by the War De- 
partment. The tnfantry will be increased from 
eighty to ninety-six regiments, the Bersaglieri 
(chasseurs) from ten to twelve, the cavalry from 
twenty to twenty-two, the engineers from two to 
three, the field artillery from ten to twelve, the 
siege artillery from tour to five.

F. Lee, jr., Frederic N. Judson, Chas. Nagel 
end Charles Claflin ,Allen, the secretary. 
In the absence of the chairman, Mr. Foy was 
called to the chair. Dr. Briggs, chairman of 
the Publication Committee, reported the dis- 
tribution since:the last meeting of 3,700 
‘copies of the committee’s second annual re- 
port, with an equal number of circulars, en- 
titled, ‘‘Work Still to be Done by Civil Serv- 
ice Reform Associations.” On his recom- 
mendation, 2,000 copies of George William 
Curtis’ last Newport address and 2,000 more 
copies of the circular, ‘Work Still to be Done 
by the Civil Service Reform Associations,” 
were ordered.

The 
ractice of rotation in office thus introduced into 
he subordinate civil. service, by what Mr. Jeffer- 
80N at the time denounced as a mischievous iaw, 
and as a baneful source of intrigue and corrup- 
tion, is fureign alike to Republican princi- 
les and to sound business methods, 
o the Executive, it secures the partisan advant- 
aces, While enabling him to escape the odium and 
. responsivility of arbitrary aud causeless remarks 
from office. To the faiiiful public servant, the 
menace of partisan attack is only postponed, not 
averted, while the temptation to abuse the ap- 
pointing power for partisan ends still remains, 
eyen though restrained in .part by the present

THE GAS QUESTION. 


Terms Upon’ Which Mir.. Stone’s Bill 
Proposes to Settle It. 
Councilman Stone introduced a. bill in the 
City Council last night, the object of which 
is to provide a method of settiement of the 
claims of the St. Louis Gas Light Com- 
pany against the city. The _ bill 
recites that the city is indebted 
te the St. Louis Gas Light Company 


for gas consumed in the public lamps be- 
tween October 30, 1867, and March 1, 1873, in 
the amount of $746,175 70, under a judgment 
of the Circuit Court, affirmed by the Court 
of Appeals, with interest at the rate of 6 
per cent from May 1%, 1880, the day upon 
which the juigment was rendered; also, in 
the sum of $81,246 14, for gas in publie 
lamps trom December 1, 1575, to May 
31, 1876; and aiso in the sum 
of $45,043 50, the receiver’s compensation. 
It further recites tha! by the judumentof the 
Court of Aupeals the city is not liable for 
the claim made for damazes by the company, 
amounting to $549,475 25, aud is also not Ha 
ble for the tee of the receiver's attorney, 
nmounting to $11,000. Itisaiso states that 
the city’s claim of 33,000,000) for dam- 
ages hus not been allowed. Un the Dasis of 
these figures the bill provides that, as these 
inatters are now befvure the Supreine Court, 
anu as they ought to be seit.ed, the Mayor, 
Comptruiier and Auditor be authorized 
to make the setiiement, on terms 
to be suggested by the Council, 
It is turther provided tuat the ordinance 
shall not: take effect unless, within thirty 
days from its approval, the St. Louis Gas 
Light Company tile with the City Register 
Ils acceptance in writing of the terms there- 
of and its agreewent to be bound thereby. 
The bill wiil be referred to the proper com- 
mittee, then the terms of setiiement will be 
added to tt § Mr.Stunme stated tuat the skele 
tou bill was given to him by City Counselor 
Bell to intruduce it.

Work for Women. 

Mr. George J. Manson has just written a 
book, ‘‘Work for Women,” (New York, G. 
P. Putnam’s Sons), which we cannot com- 
mend too highly. Itis true that the work 
Jacks literary finish. It has many marks of 
haste and oversight in matter and manner, 
but one will readily forgive Mr. Manson his 
occasional lack of elégance for tne sterling 
worth, the timeliness aud the living purpose 
of his work. 3 

After all there is no problem so often put, 
no problem to which a solution isso im- 
peratively demanded’as one of self-support 
for women. With the development of our 
civilization has grown the necessity for find- 
ing avenues for female industry. Indeed, 
the silent working of a great biological law 
threatens us with a mere keen necessity for 
finding work for women than was known of 
old through the simple fact of the increasing 
preponderance throughout America of fe- 
male births. 

Looking at the question how we may, 
there should be something before American 
womanhood beyond marriage as a profes- 
Sion and domestic service. The spinster 
should have an § eléction of wider 
range than we have! yet given her. 

One of the commonest and yet one of the 
saddest episodes of our development is the 
unsuccessful search for-work. In a woman’s 
case this means much more than in a man’s. 
Her alternatives are so few. There is some- 
times marriage—and were women trained to 
self-support, our divorce courts would sus- 
pend for want of business—unhappy mar- 
riages would be the exception, not the 
rnle. ‘There is always domestic service, an 
employment from which a spirited, healthy 
girl of American parentage instinctively and 
rightly revolts. And there is the gutter. 
Some of our girls eke ont a miserable liveli- 
hood behind store counters, wretchedly 
paid, exposed to overpowering temptations, 


unhappy and unhealthy. Others of a 
somewhat lower grade on the social 
scale go into the factories and 


the workshops and prove themselves thor- 
oughly competent for self-support. 

But the question whicn Mr. Wauson pro- 
poses partially to answer, hus not todo 
with either of these. A gentlewoman is 
presented with the problem of earning her 
living, what shall she do? Mr. Manson 
puts the purpose of his book thus: 

When woman, either from choice or through 
necessity, makes up Her mind to work 
for a living. and has selected the em- 
ployment that seems most suited to her, 
she probably asks herself such questions 
as these. Is there a good chance to get work’? 
How long will it take me to make myself coinpe- 
tent? Are there many in the business? How 
much do they earn? How hard will 1 - have to 
work? Are there any objee¢tions against enter- 
ing this employment, if so what are they? To an- 
swer, as far as possibile, these «and simular ques- 
tions isthe object of this e book. tp 

The author has taken the following 
branches of industry and discusses the pros 
and cons of female employment therein fully: 
Shorthand writing, telegraphy, feather curl- 
ing photography, professional nursing proof- 
readers, compositors and book-binders, the 
drama, lecturers and readers, book agents, 
dressmaking and millinery, teaching, mar- 
ket gardening, poultry raising, bee keeping, 
housekeepers, cashiers, buttonhole making, 
floriculture, authorship, type-writing, wood 
engraving and workingin brass. As far as 
any of these avocations are concerned the 
book is eminently practicable and valuable. 
The author answers thoroughly the ques- 
tions proposed in his preface. 

Industrial designing is not a calling open 
to her who lists. A special adpatability is 
demanded which few women have to offer, 
certainly the increasing demand for worthy 
and artistic work guarantees a large and 
increasing demand for the peculiar talent 
which can give art to the dealers. There are 
a number of good schouls where the arts of 
design are taught in the larger cities about 
the country, and being taughtiand able to do 
the work getting it is an easy task. Our 
author says: 

And now comes the interesting 
question. Hew much can a woman 
miauke in this profession, after she has become 
thoroughly qualified? 1 do not think she can hope 
to get a permanent salaried position, at least just 
at present. For this profession, albeit a good 
one, is a new one for women; it is less than two 
years since the first school was started. Men 
still hoid the best positions, and they receive large 
salaries—from 81,000 to $4,000 a year. In the pres- 
ent condition of affairs, hedged in as the female 
industrial designer is by the masculine doubt of 
the employer as to her ability, and the masculine 
jealousy of the employe whose Work she seeks to 
do, it would be the best plan for her to do piece- 
work at her own home or office. Her earnings 
under this plan cannot even be stated approximate- 
ly. The pay for a good carpet design would 
be $20 to $30, and the design can be made in two 
and a half days. Wall paper designs bring $10 to 
$15; an oil cloth sketch $8 to $10. The technicali- 
ties to be mastered in this Jatter branch aremot 
80 great as in the others. 


As to short-hand writing the author rec- 
ommends any system of phonography with 
much practice. In six months’ time the stu- 
dent should beable to write eighty words 
a minute, and when that speedis attaineda 
situation may be taken. The demand for 
stenographers in every city is greatly larger 
than the supply, and hence there need be no 


doubt about getting work. 


The pay of alady amanuensis at the start is 
seldom more than $$ a week. It 1s not to be sup- 
posed that she is fully competent when she starts 
at that rate; that is to say she Will not be able to 
write very rapidly, and she will be liabie to make 
mistakes in transeribing her notes. The actual 
hemes experience which she will get in her 

rst situation will very soon serve to correct 
these faulis. It might. at first thought, be sup- 
pest that few persons woulda desire to employ 

nferior help of this kind, but such 1s not the fact. 
Editors, lawyers, occasionally doctors and some 
of business men who are obliged 
to make rough drafts of which 
£0 at 1ce to the 
often glaa of such help. Their short-hand 
writersean write fast enough,to save some of their 
Lime, al . moderate charge, and it is immaterial 
as to the a rance of the copy sent in to the 
rinter so long as it can be plainly read by him.

a salary of $8 a week and that as soon as she 
has become more expert she will be able to ob- 
tain a position requiring greater speed in taking 
notes and more accuracy in Writing them out. 
Her salary will then be $10 or $12 a week and fin- 
ally $15a week. It is not likely she will earn 
more than $18 a week, though mention is made of 
ladies who are making $20 or $25 a week, but. the 
situations are exceptional, and it may be added, 
the ladies are exceptionable ladies.

The Needs of This Class of Schools—What 
the Students are Taught-A Gossipy 
Chat. é 
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Correspondence of the rost-Dispatch. 

WARRENSBURG, Mo., October 18, 1883.— 
“The prospects of our school have never been 
so promising,” said Prof. George LeOsborne, 
president of the Normal School located at 
this place, to a Post-Disrarca correspond- 
ent this morning: .‘‘We already have 358 
pupils enrolled in the normal department, 
which is more than we have ever had this 
early in the year since the school has been in 
existence, and [ bave no doubt but this num- 
ber will be increased to 400 by the holi- 
days, and there will be a large increase 


after.the holidays. We usually have from 
100 te 150 new pupils after the holiday.” 

“What about the practice, or - training 
school for teachers, which has been made a 
prominent feature of your school?’” I in- 
quired, 

“Believing that the students could be 
thoroughly qualified as teachers of the 
young only by actual experience fn their in- 
struction and management, the Board of 
Regents decided two vears ago to estavlish a 
practice sciiool in the Normal, to be eom- 
posed of the children of parents in this sige 
who might wish to send their children to such 
a school, and it was accordingly established 
in the fall ef 1881. The number of children 
that May enter this school is limited to 
sixty, aud they are only taught in the ele 
mentary branches, such as are usually 
taught in our common schools. For instance, 
they are taken through the Fourth Reader in 
reading and through decimals in arithmetic, 
and when they have gone through the four 
grades prescribed for this school of practice 
they are fitted to enter the High School De- 
Pphecmnn of the publie schools of our city. 

twas not intended that this schobdil should 
interfere with the prosperity or efficiency of 
our public schools, nor does it. Children 
entering the practice schvol are required to 
pay a tuition fee of $1 a month or $2 50 for 
a term of ten weeks, aud we have no 
difficultv\in securing-a sufticient number to 
make the school a most interesting aud suc- 
cessful, as well as important, feature in our 
Normal. We have already fifty-tive pupils 
enrolled in the practice school. 

“Each full course graduate of the Norma! 
is required to teach in the practice school 
fifteen months, teaching one hour earh day. 
The three-year graduates are required to 
teach ten months, and the twoe-vear gradu- 
ates five months. They must teach all the 
different branches required to be taught in 
our common schools, 

‘The practice or . training schoolis under 
the charge of Miss Mattie Swisher, a mem- 
ber of the Normal facuity, who 
is present at ail recitations, and 
passes private criticisms on the teaehers at 
the close of the recitations, and weekly meet- 
ings of the teachers in the practice school are 
heid for general criticism and discussion. 

“This was the first Normal Sehvol in the 
State to adopt the system of practice schools. 
‘The training school in the Kirksville Nerma! 
is modeled after ours and is, 1 understand, 

roving verv suecessfu!.”’ 

“Do you require pupils entering the Nor- 
mai to pledge themselves to teach?” 

“Yes; the law relating to the 
Schoois requires that such 
must be given, but I[ exacted such 
promise from applicants for two 
years before the ‘law wes amended 
in that regard. ‘ibe excellence of the work 
done by this and the other Normal Schools 
of the State in preparing teachers for the 
important work of properly instructing the 
rising generation, and the appreciation by 
the public Of that work, is best shown by 
the demand made for teachers who have 
graduated from them. During the last two 
years I have not been abie io more than half 
supply the demand made on me for teachers 
who have been trained in this sehool, and the 
demaud for such teachers is increasing every 
year. We need more 100m and increased 
facilities here for the accemmodation otf 
students, and 1 hope in a short time 
we will get our Legislatures to properly un- 
derstand and apw@teciate the work we are 
d ing, and that they will ve more iiberal in 
their aid to cur nerwmal institutions. They 
area part of our school system that shouly 
not be hampered or crippled by parsimony 
or false notions of economy.

HOUSEHOLD HINTS. 


Tidies that will endure are made of fine 
wheels crocheted of thread, and made with a 
crocheted border so that they are square, 
then put alternate squares of silk or satin, 
tie in fringe across the bottom. In order to 
do this it is necessary to cruchet one row of 
open work across the lower edge of the silk 
squares. 


Sweet potatoes are appetizing if boiled 
until they are tender, then cut them in sliees 
lengthwise, put a layer of them in a pudding 
dish, spread them with butter, and sprinkle 
salt over, and add a little powdered sugar, 
unless the potatoes are very sweét, then put 
another layer in, and so on; spread butter 
over the top. Bake for half an hour in a hot 
oven. 


Itis a great improvement to blanch the 
Walnuts used in cake. Almonds have so 
tough a skin thatit is impossible to use them 
in cake without blanching. The walnut 
skins are bitter, and although itis a little 
trouble to do it, they should be blanched. 
This should certainty be done if they are 
put In a light-colored cake, without molasses 
or spice, 

Neat and very tasteful covers for the side- 
board are made of crash. Choose the best 
quality. Across each end put a border in 
Kensington stiteh, with silks that are war- 
ranted not to fade; then puta row of drawn 
work, and below thata hem an inch wide, 
and on the edge of that put deep torchon;

EVENTFUL CAREER. 


A Wanderer Absent 25 Years Driven 
from the Door of His Former Wife.

A tragedy which, twenty-five vears ago, 
caused a sensation in Milwaukee and the 
surrounding cuuntry has been revived to 
memcry by the return tothe city of one of 
the principals in the affair.

He again succeeded in securing re- 
lease. To-day an old man, bowed with long 
years of misery, a heavy white beard cover- 
ing his face, and long gray hair, entered the 
Central Poiice Station aud asked for the 
Chief. ‘To him he said he was Dr. Bigelow, 
for twenty-tive years a wanderer and tramp,

century before, he had visited all parts of 
the United States and Canada, Centra! and 
South Ameriea, had been in Europe for sume 
time, and at last had retarned to his home. 
He tound his children grown up, his wife 
married, his friends gone. 

He wished to See his wife, and fearing an 
unpleasant reception, asked that an officer 
iInight accompany him to the elegant resi- 
dence on Grand avenue where she now 
lived.

Apples which you are sure wili not keep 
may be preserved, and they are exceilent 
with meats or for tea, Prepare in this pro- 
portion: Pare aud cure twelve large apples. 
Cut each in eighths. Make a syrup of one 
pound of sugar and half a pint of water. Pat 
as many pieces of apple into the syrup to 
boil as you can without their breaking. 
When tender skim them out, and add to the 
syrup one cup oi sugar. Let this boil slow- 
ly ior ten minu.es. If the apples are flavor- 
less, a little lemon may be added.
